Her  late  brother  was  Justice  of 
the  Supreme  Court  and  all  his  life  tie 
kept  an  extensive  library  to  which  he 
was  constantly  adding.  A  great  part 
of  the  books  are  law  books.  These 
law  volumes  are  willed  to  her  execut- 
or until  his  death,  and  then  they  are 
to  be  turned  over  to  the  library  of 
Dummer  Academy.  This  will  be  the 
largest  single  gift  the  library  has  re- 
ceived in  a  great  many  years  if  not 
in  all  time  and  it  is  greatly  appreciat- 
ed. 

The  present  library  conditions  are 
most  unsatisfactory  and  must  soon 
undergo  a  change.  There  is  no  sem- 
blance of  order  or  efficiency  in  its 
management.  Books  are  scattered 
about  at  random  and  are  taken  with- 
out being  checked  off.  This  is  slow'y 
diminishing  the  already  scant  supply 
cf  fiction.  The  reference  books  are  in 
such  a  state  of  confusion  that  it  is 
only  with  the  greatest  difficulty  that 
some  reference  for  English  or  historv 
can  be  found.  The  classes  held  in  thit 
room  and  the  typewriters,  inducive 
to  noise,  prevent  the  use  of  the  library 
when  it  is  most  needed.  A  few  years 
ago  the  library  was  under  the  super- 
vision and  a  source  of  constant  pleas- 
ure to  the  entire  school.  The  reading 
of  good  literature  became  common  and 
the  reading  standards  were  hierh. 

It  seems  that  the  time  has  come  to 
sort  out  and  organize  the  books,  col-

DUMMER'S  ATHLETIC 

FACILITIES  REVIEWED 


Although  far  away  from  the  oid 
school  just  now  in  number  of  miles — 
nearly  2000 — the  writer  still  is  much 
interested  in  Dummer  Academy. 

It  may  seem  a  far  cry  from  West 
Palm  Beach,  Florida,  to  South  By- 
field,  Massachusetts,  but  more  than 
distance  is  needed  to  stifle  interest  and 
love  in  the  ancient  yet  youthful 
school — ancient  in  years  and  youthful 
;n  spirit. 

Possibly  a  message  of  cheer  from 
this  land  of  sunshine,  flowers  and 
March  baseball  would  not  be  amiss, 
anyway  a  few  lines  will  be  sent  along 
for  the  editor  to  do  as  he  sees  fit 
with. 

Perhaps  an  ex-sports  writer  can  be 
excused  if  a  reference  is  made  to 
athletics.  He  has  seen  playsteads 
from  Portland,  Me.,  to  West  Palm 
Beach,  Fla.,  and  yet  in  his  humble 
opinion  there  are  no  greater  potential- 
ities possessed  anywhere  in  the  way 
of  piaying  fields  than  Dummer  is 
blessed  with. 

There  is  little  question  but  what 
Dummer  is  great  in  sport  advantages. 
One  doubts  if  any  small  school  can 
equal  and  many  larger  institutions  are 
far  behind,  in  such  resources. 

The  nine  hole  golf  links  is  a  de- 
cided asset.  We  fully  realize  that  the 
course  was  laid  out  and  is  conducted 
by  the  Ould  Newbury  club  but  fac- 
ulty and  students  are  allowed  the. 
facilities  at  trivial  cost. 

Golf  is  a  coming  game  and  many 
schools  are  adopting  it.  Very  few  in- 
stitutions however  have  courses.  It 
would  be  impossible  for  the  academy 
to  finance  golf  and  that  burden  is 
taken  away  by  the  private  club  mem- 
bers who  also  get  plenty  of  pleasure 
from  the  pastime.  Everybody  is  sat- 
isfied by  the  arrangements  which  also 
tend  to  secure  the  interest  of  the  golf- 
ing organization  in  Dummer  as  well. 

The  Lang  gymnasium,  with  its  com- 
modious floor,  ample  seating  accom- 
modations, apparatus  and  other  equip- 
ment certainly  is  a  wonderful  help.  It 
truly  is  a  wonderful  monument  to 
those  who  made  the  building  possible 
by  their  large  gift,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wil- 
liam Lang  of  Melrose.  Hundreds  of 
boys  have  already  used  the  edifice 
which  has  proved  its  benefit. 

Then  there  are  the  tennis  courts  giv- 
en by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Roland  Sherman 
of  Winchester,  the  mecca  for  not  a 
lew  youngsters. 

And  what  a  boon  is  the  new  athletic 
field  being  laid  out  at  the  present 
time.  Thanks  to  John  H.  Morse,  son 
of  Dummer,  who  has  done  so  much 
through  the  years,  the  kind  of  a  play- 
stead  dreamed  of,  is  being  gradually 
evolvpri. 

Some  remember  the  old  surface, 
abounding  in  humps  and  hollows.  Now 
through  the  cut  and  fill  system,  prov- 
en the  best  by  its  use  in  the  erection 
of  the  Leiand  Stanford  stadium,  near- 
ly 20  acres  is  being  renovated.  Earth 
taken  from  the  high  spots  is  dumpf  d 
into  the  valleys  which  means  that 
"two  birds  are  killed  with  one  stone" 


and  it  certainly  is  the  most  economi- 
cal way,  too.  The  Dummer  athletic 
field,  long  a  project,  is  fast  reaching 
the  reality  stage. 

Few  areas  have  such  possibilities 
either.  Take  for  example  the  pond 
near  the  entrance,  where  hockey  is 
played  when  ice  conditions  are  favor- 
able. This  can  be  enlarged  if  wished. 
The  scribe  does  not  know  of  another 
place  where  in  the  same  plot  there  is 
space  enough  for  a  rink,  football  grid- 
irons, baseball  diamonds,  tennis  courts, 
running  track,  jumping  and  weight 
casting  pits,  and  conditions  are  so 
ideal.  Then  there  is  plenty  of  room 
for  stands  and  bleachers  which  are  es- 
sential for  the  use  of  spectators,  and 
these  can  be  built  so  that  they  will 
not  interfere  with  the  layout  of  play- 
ing surfaces. 

In  other  days  the  field  was  just 
that  and  nothing  more.  It  was  suit- 
able with  its  rises  and  ruts  for  cattle 
to  browse  in,  but  dangerous  for  the 
ankles  of  boys  playing  football  and 
baseball.  Now  it  is  level  and  grassy 
and  a  delight  to  the  eye,  and  ready 
for  the  gridders  and  diamondists  to 
contest  on.  For  which  privileges  the 
gratitude  of  those  who  hold  Dummer 
dear,  can  be  extended  to  Mr.  Morse  I 
who  has  given  time  and  money  with- 
out stint,  to  revolutionize  what  was  | 
little  better  than  a  pasture,  into  a 
modern  athletic  center  where  lads,  ! 
large  and  small  are  able  to  get  out- 
door physical  exercise  that  will  help 
make  healthy,  red-blodded,  clean- 
minded  and  courageous  men. 

Is  there  any  better  name  for  the 
plavstead  than  the  Morse  field?  All 
of  the  more  than  1000  who  have  at- 
tended Dummer  would  be  enthusiasti- 
cally in  favor  of  having  the  area  so 
dedicated.
